Hallherg, a professor at Ca! Slate 1 . A. ;ind a 
nuirriage and family counselor, says, "Now that we 
live to be 80. the age of 40 is only half wav. Ii o 
a blessed burden. Now that we have that exieiided 
life, what do we do with it?” 

He was aeiually one of those men who luid 
aecomplishevl so inueh at tin early lile ihtti he. too. 
asked himself what else was leti. He was a tnll 
pnvfessor til age 33. 

In talking with 100 aerosptice cngmeeis who 
were fired, he found the real inoblem in etieh 

man’s life was the Muesiion, "Who am I? 

Hallherg describes some of the problems in 
mid-life and uses the analogy of oui looking at 
ourselves through a set ot minors.

How to avoid 
credit card fraud 

Although credit cards offer you many 
advantages, there are risks involved with 
using them. Risks include credit card 
fraud which generates as much as $500 
million a year. 

Some precautions to observe to help 
you avoid some causes of fraud include 
the following: 

• Sign new cards as soon as they 
arrive and destroy those that are replaced. 

• Record your card numbers, expira¬ 
tion dates and the telephone number and 
address of each company that has issued 
you a card. Keep this list in a safe place. 

• Keep the card in view after giving 
it to a clerk. Retrieve your card promptly 
after using it. 

• Don’t sign a blank receipt. Draw 
a line through blank spaces above the total 
before signing the receipt. 

• Void or destroy all carbons and in¬ 
correct receipts. 

• Save card receipts to compare with 
billing statements. 

• Open billing statements promptly 
and reconcile accounts each month, just 
as with a checking account. 

• Report any questionable charges 
to the card issuer promptly and in writing. 

• Don’t loan credit cards to anyone 
or leave the cards or receipts lying around. 

• Avoid putting your card number on 
a postcard or on the outside of an en¬ 
velope. 

• Don’t give your account number 
over the phone unless you are initiating a 
transaction with a company you know is 
reputable.

Sharing the festive Ihanksgivitig and 
C hristmas nietiu with the family dog or eal is 
part of Ihe holidays and should be eontinued, 
aeeording to the Southein C'alilornia Veterina¬ 
ry Medieal Assoeialion (SC VMA), providing 
the pel’s portion of the turkey is served 
boneless and iiiodeiation is eseieised with the 
hors d’oevres, gravies, dressing and desserts. 

1 hese rieh holiday foods ean be harmtiil lo a 
pel in large quanlilies. 

.Ml poultry, ineluding iiirkey, is eseelleni 
food for domesiie animals, btil poultry bones, 
whieh shaiiei easily, ean be espeeially dan¬ 
gerous and may eause serious medieal prob¬ 
lems, 

Shaip, brittle bones ean beeonie lodged in 
the pel’s ihioai, eaiising ehokiiig ami, in seveie 
eases, snffoeaiion. Mone splinieis ean also 
puneiuie the animal’s intestinal wall and eause 
sei ions inlet ital ihsoiilei s. 

Should an animal begin lo ehoke, owners 
should innneiliaiely open ihe aniniars mouth to 
eheek for anv visible looil whieh ean eause 
the piobleni. All aeeessible niaieiial should be 
piompilv lemoveil. \ shaip blow on baek ol 
ihe animal’s neek or between the shoiildeis is 
often helpful. 

If this fails, aiiempi a Heimlieh Manuever 
bv plaeing haiiils liinily ott either side ol the 
lib eage and applying linn, i|iiiek pressine 
iwo or ihiee times. 

I’ei owners shouki immediaiely eoniaei 
then veieimarian shouki sueh an ineiileni oe- 
eiii, aeeoiiling to l)i. Miehael Kreisberg, ehaii- 
man of the SC \ \l,\’s C ommittee on Mitblie

Notes from the Attic 

There are many laels about Hianksgiv- 
ing Day that are interesting. Ihe day is really 
a harvest eelebration and it is peeuliarly Ame- 
riean. Other eountries observed similar riles 
thousands of years ago. 

Ihe Chinese observe “Moon F estival” on 
Ihe I5lh day of the Sllj moon. 

Jewish people eelebraie “feast ol the 
labernaele” whieh lasts eight days. 

The Greeks have a feast for Demeter, god¬ 
dess of agrieulture and that lasted nine days. 

The Romans eondueled a similat altair 
honoring Ceres, their goddess of agrieulture. 

Anglo Sa.xons eelebraied “The F east of the 
Druids” and held a “Harvest Home” eelebra¬ 
tion. 

Austria has Nov. 15lh known as St. l.eo- 
pold Day, or Goose Day. Cioose dinners hailed 
Ihe beginning of the new wine season. 

Ciermany heralded the Oetober l est whieh 
was held in Mimieh. 

C/eehoslovakia had the “Corn Maiden” 
as their harvest symbol. 

Where did Tom ITirkey get into the ael in 
early America? The turkey actually was a wild 
bird native to Mexico and Central America. 
Early Spanish explorers took the bird to Europe 
where a few gobblers made iheir way lo Tur¬ 
key. Gradually the birds became domesticated. 
Years later, Spanish explorers brought the large 
fowl to North .America, and because of the 
debarkation point, the bird was called the “tur¬ 
key.” 

Our American celebration started when 
Gov. William Bradford chose the date of 
1621 for the first Thanksgiving.

Levitt lead their readers to better nutrition, both ot 
the body and brain, into a mock marketing and fi¬ 
nancial division and on into operations. 

What personality characteristics arc you? 
Are you a Type A, who rushes to meet schedules, 
has excessive ambition, works toward total per¬ 
fection, is highly-competitive and needs to win? 

Or are you a Type B who is tlexible with 
deadlines, is more patient and understanding of 
people, moves at a more relaxed and slower pace 
and is more pleasure oriented? 

The chapter on “Calming” should be read by 
anyone in a high-stress business. And they suggest 
physical and deep-breathing exercises that actually 
work with the visuali/.ation techniques (guided im¬ 
agery that draws awareness within the brain). 

Finally, the self-talk (talking kindly to your¬ 
self instead of calling yourself a dummy il you 
make a mistake) — through budgeting your ex¬ 
stress — through a yearly calendar for extending 
vour own life. 


Hallbergs write 
popular books 

Continued from page 1 

In the counseling section of his work, Hailberg 
talks with college studetns to compare how they 
believe their parents’ lives are shaping up. The 
model of some parents is poor, Hailberg notes, and 
reports that some students say their folks never do 
anything, meaning perhaps that their parents live 
a pretty boring life. 

Hailberg says the fastest-growing segment in 
our society is over 84 years. With that point in 
mind, preparing for retirement is important since 
depression results from the old pull between res¬ 
ponsibility and control. Retirement, he explains, is 
the third major point in a life cycle, after ad¬ 
olescence and mid-life. 

“If we lose control, we change. And stress 
has alot to do with heart disease. Retirement has 
to take on a new note.” 

His next book, “Getting Into Overtime,” writ¬ 
ten with his wife, Kaylene Hailberg, a coun¬ 
selor at Fullerton Community College, and Her¬ 
bert Levitt, another counselor and professor, deals 
into “recipes” for easing tensions in later life. 

The trio has come up with some interesting 
coined words such as “exstress” which is “the 
overtime and life-shortening emergency the midlife 
person faces each day.” 

They say, “When constantly under seige by 
stressors, the reduction or the shrinking of our 
lymphocytes could possibly allow viruses such as 
cancer to rear their ugly heads.” 

Who are these people who are overstressed? 
According to the book, “the midlife person who is 
bored with life or the 40-year-old college student 
who never seems to do well on tests . . . or 
the executive who feels burnt out ... or the worker 
who is always feeling the pressure of deadlines and 
believes she will never catch up.” 

The Hallbergs and Levitt have come up with a 
14-day program to elevate performance under pres¬ 
sure, a graph carefully measured on pages 24 
and 25 of the book. They call it S.T.E.P. U.P. 
(Strategies To Elevate Performance Under Pressure). 
This “diet for self-worth” attempts to lead the 
reader away from the negative turn ot mind into 
positive self-talk, and shows each of us how to form 
a corporation of ourselves. 

Using the rubber band effect as a reminder of 
unproductive thoughts and actions, the Hallbergs and
